Charges Agaln-t Mill*# Considered In 
a Cabinet Meeting. 
Washington, Jan. 14.—There was no 
abatement in the interest exhibited here 
yesterday in all the incidents connected 
with the bitter attack marie by Com­ 
missary General Eagan upon General 
Nelson A. Miles, as might have been ex­ 
pected a matter of tin - official conse­ 
quence was sure to attract the attention 
of the president and in consequence a 
greater part of the session of the cabinet 
yesterday was given to its considera­ 
tion. The principals in the case, (Jeu- 
orals Miles and Eagan, contributed little 
daring the day to the controversy, but 
the war investigating commission acted 
promptly to redress the affront put upon 
the board itself, as the membe rs rn garded 
it, contained in the excessive lang­ 
uage us* si by General Eagan. Their 
letter 
returning 
the latter\s state­ 
ment 
did 
not 
indicate 
positively 
whether *»r not they would receive it as 
evidence oven though the objectionable 
Ion gung*- wen excised, nor did General 
Eagan himself give any sign of an in­ 
tention on his part to avail himself of 
the offer made by the board.

FII 'TY-FI I TH CONGRESS. 


Expansion In th e Senate and Naval 
Personnel In the Hon#© Considered. 
Washington, Jan. 14.—In the senate 
yesterday Mr. McLiurin {Dem., S. O.) 
took strong ground in a carefully pre­ 
pared speech against a policy of expan­ 
sion by this country. 
Ho cited as one 
of tho principal reasons why the United 
States should not assume dominion over 
peoples who an widely dissimilar to the 
people of this country, the experience of 
tho south with the negro race. He ad­ 
vocated the adoption of the Vest resolu­ 
tion, declaring that this country could 
not maintain permanently as colonies 
such territory as the Philippines, and 
held that it would be in opposition to 
the spirit of American institutions to do 
so. 
The Indian appropriation bill was 
takeu up, but its consideration was not 
concluded before the hour of adjourn­ 
ment. 
The house considered the naval per­ 
sonnel bill. It developed much less op­ 
position than was anticipated and the 
indications are that it will have a large 
majority when it is placed upon its 
passage today. The committee asserted 
their purpose to offer an amendment to­ 
day to repeal the law giving prize money 
to the navy and this announcement met 
with worm approval.

New York, Jan. 14.—Breidstreet tot!ny 
says: Perhaps rho most ti<*tre;»1< feature 
of the trail® situation at present is tho 
strength of prices of nearly all staples, 
but particularly of cereals, cotton, iron 
and steel w hich have apparently gained 
farther grounds since the fir-t of tho 
year. Explanation of the strength of 
wheat is of course found in good cash 
demand which seems to meet any slight 
reaction in value* and which has placed 
the price at a point a* high as at any 
previous tim© for throe months past. 
This cereal and corn are in good de­ 
mand abroad judging from the large ex­ 
ports reported aud at good for* ign de­ 
mand islikewis*- the secret of strength 
in cotton, shipments of which continue 
heavy. 
A feature of dealings in this 
staple is the ready demand for good 
grades and the indifference manifested 
toward low grades. 
Pig iron production is heaviest ever 
known, but stocks show a farther deple­ 
tion. 'I he successful floating of a num­ 
ber of lark-- consolidations in this indus­ 
try of late has naturally stimulated in- 
t- rest and discussion in further consoli­ 
dation. 
There are rumors of a projected to­ 
bacco syndicate, having for its objeeN 
the securing of control of the entire 
Cuban supply this year. Among other 
rum* irs of consolidations is t h* story from 
the Pacific coast * I a proposed consolida­ 
tion of salmon canners.

To Ti?r Editors ov th* R tw at,to aw 
In 1897 our General Assembly enacted 
a stringent factory inspection law, es­ 
pecially designed to regulate the “sweat 
shops.” 
It created some adverse feel 
ing among the manufacturers of the 
state, but as the Governor promised that 
he would appoint an inspector who 
would construe the law Fberally, and 
that promise having been fufilled, the 
aw seems to work fairly satisfactory. 
We see in the Journal that the fac­ 
tory inspector has prepared three bills 
to be introduced in the legislature, one 
of which asks for the creation of a bu­ 
reau of inspection, with a chief aud four 
deputies, thereby creating a large and 
additional expense to the state; another 
bill provides for the weekly payment of 
wages. 
While a weekly payday may 
cause the wealthy employer no incon­ 
venience, it will add to the burden of 
our hardest worked men, the biok- 
k^epsrs. 
The third bill prohibits Sun­ 
day labor except in case of necessity or 
charity. 
This is now the law and is 
generally obeyed by merchants and 
manufacturers. He does uotsay whether 
he embraces railroad men and farmers 
in the operation of the law.

not 
only have 
to wait 
month for their wages, but must work 
long hours and frequently Sunday too 
It is now difficult for farmers to keep 
their sons on the farm, while the man 
ufacturers and tradesmen in the cities 
are over-run with applicants for poai 
lions.

"W eare never amazed when vessels 
go aground aud are wrecked on Lake 
Erie during the gales that are common 
on that treacherous water, for we ex­ 
pect such things thou,” said a lake 
skipper, "but when one is grounded on 
a clear day and wrecked on a course as 
clear as the day in tho hands of a pilot 
that knows the ground like a hook we 
naturally wonder a little and want to 
know the whys aud win ggfores. Such 
was tho caeo of the properer Susan E 
Peck that went aground near Bar point 
and was lost with a $20,000 cargo. 
‘The captain of the Susan E. had 
sailed successfully hundreds of times 
between Point Belee and Bar point aud 
in all kinds of weather, and this time 
ho had a wheelman who was known 
from one end of the lake to the other as 
one of the most expert navigators in 
the lake business. He had been lying 
up a long time, for tho very good reason 
that owing to an accident to ono of his 
legs that leg bad to be amputated to 
save his life. The lost member was re­ 
placed by an artificial leg, and then the 
pilot was ready to take bis post at the 
wheel again. His first service after his 
misfortune was this trip of the Susan 
E. Peck, and he ran her aground. 
"The puzzle to everybody was how 
it was possible for the propeller, han­ 
dled by a man of such skill and experi­ 
ence, on a straight course only 40 miles 
long and with every sailing condition 
favorable, to leave her course. The pilot 
wns the most puzzled and astounded 
person of all. He soon got another ves­ 
sel, and this one he ran in such an er­ 
ratic manner, but fortunately with no 
disastrous result, that he was compelled 
to give ber np, and his usefulness as a 
pilot was gone. He aud others went to 
investigating to see if they coaid dis­ 
cover what was wrong with his sea­ 
manship. 
"After awhile they discovered what 
they believed was the trouble. In the 
pilot's artificial leg a great deal of steel 
had been used in the joints and other 
places. Sitting close to the binnacle, as 
be did while steering, this steel derang­ 
ed the compass so that it threw the 
wheelman way off his reckoning and 
led to the wrong piloting that had 
wrecked the Susan E. Peck and endan­ 
gered the other vessel that the wheel­ 
man navigated subsequently. This was 
what they argued, and to demonstrate 
the correctness of tho theory the pilot 
took charge of a vessel without wear­ 
ing his false leg. Everything worked to 
a charm. The mystery of the Susan E. 
Peck was solved, and the pilot was re­ 
stored to bis old place in the confidence 
of Lake Erie skippers and vessel own 
ers. ”—New York Sun.
